J. P. Holmes, Mrs. E. L. Gaddie, and Mrs. J. B. Berry, deceased wives of 
preachers. Suitable memoirs of the deceased were read by Dr. Winfield. 
After which, Drs. Hunter, Withers, and Winfield spoke briefly and ten- 
derly of the lamented dead.

MEMOIRS. 

W1LI.IAM B. Whiteside, son of John Fletcher and Martha E. Whiteside, was 
born in Hempstead county. Ark., February 20, 1853. He was dedicated to God 
in holy baptism in infancy, and taught by his parents to believe all the articles of 
our holy religion. He professed faith in Christ and joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, when but a small boy, and lived a consistent and exemplary 
life until the day of his death. He was licensed to preach at Prescott in 1877. 
On the 22d of October of. the same year, he was happily married to Miss Mary C. 
Livingston. He was received on trial into the Little Rock Conference at Pine 
Bluff, December 14, 1881, and was appointed to Ultima Thule Mission, which he 
served one year, at the expiration of which he was appointed to the Texarkana 
Circuit. He was on this charge when God called him home, on the 21st of Octo- 
ber, 1883. He died at the parsonage, which he built this year partly with his 
own hands. He was brought to his death by congestion. His illness was short, 
but extremely painful. He died trusting Jesus, and we believe his rest is sweet. 
He leaves a dear wife and two sweet little girls to mourn their loss.

John Pryor was born in Sullivan county, Tennessee, July 22, 1811. We 
know not the date of his conversion, or the time he joined the Church. He 
I was licensed to exhort June, 1830; licensed to preach October of the same year, 

and joined the Conference; was ordained a deacon by Bishop Embry, 1832; 
located in 1836; ordained elder by Bishop Andrew at Pine Bluff. He was re- 
admitted in the Ouachita Conference, 1854, at Washington, and remained effective 
until a few years ago, when advancing years and disease forced him to ask a su- 
perannuated relation. He filled several of the most important positions in our 
Church. He was presiding elder of Camden District one year, and of Monticello 
District for four years. Often filling circuit and mission, and going to remote 
regions to carry the gospel to the starving of earth. He was a sincere Christian 
man and minister. His life was pure, his character blameless. He lived well 
and died gloriously. On the 25th of August he entered into rest. His was an 
amiable, lovely spirit, and he was mighty for good, because the world believed 
and trusted him. Well done, good and faithful servant! So may we all live and 
die. A. R. Winfield.

Hon. L. F. Oaks, a lay delegate, was born in Tennessee, and died in Dorsey 
county, Arkansas, aged fifty-four years. He was converted twenty years ago, and 
joined our Church. He was a Christian from principle, and a Methodist from 
choice. He was ready to work in any department of Church work. Whether in 
Sunday-school, prayer-meeting. Quarterly Conference, District Conference, he was 
always in his place, and always ready and willing for work. He was ever ready 
to cooperate with his pastor, and gave him his full sympathy and help. He was 
elected a delegate to this Conference, and had he lived no one would have enjoyed 
the session more. The people of Dorsey county loved and trusted liim. He filled 
the trying position of county judge with great delight and profit to the entire 
people. He was a sincere Christian, and died to be with God. Thank God for a 
religion which helps us to live and die! A. R. Winfield. ' 

J. C. Green was born in Giles county, Tennessee ; converted and joined the 
Church in 1857; licensed to preach in 1858; ordained deacon in 1871; ordained 
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elder in 1876. He was admitted on trial in this Conference in 1878. He did four 
full andj faithful years’ work. He, was a zealous minister, and did great good. 
Visiting from house to house, talking to the children, instructing and leading them 
to Christ. He delighted in religious conversation, and was in every respect a 
faithful pastor. He was not what the world would call a great preacher; but in 
the eyes of God lie was — since greatness is true goodness, and in this he excelled. 
His circuit mourned for him as children for a father ; so said his presiding elder, 
and it was true. His life was blameless, and he worked so anxiously for his loving 
Master. He fell in the field with the armor all on. His end was peace. We 
do not think any better man ever left this earth for heaven. We hope to see thee 
again. A. R. Winfield. 

B. C. Weir was born in Henderson county, Kentucky, 1804; was converted 
and joined the Church 1836; joined the Conference 1838; located 1843; read- 
mitted 1853, at Tulip, Ark. He was a faithful itinerant. He loved the Sav- 
iour, and was willing to spend and be spent to save the souls for whom Christ 
died. He filled what would be called some of the hard appointments, but no 
murmur ever escaped his lips. He was content to do his Master’s work and wait 
for the reward. Life to him was real, and he lived for eternity. His name was 
above reproach, and his friends were many. He was a devoted lover of our Church, 
and no hardships could dampen his zeal. He did good because he lived well, and 
exemplified the religion he preached in his daily life. He was forced a few years 
ago to ask a supernumerary relation, and then in a short time a superannuated re- 
lation. , He was entitled to both. For a year or two his mind was weak as his 
body was infirm, but his faith never failed. He died grandly. As a soldier in 
the tented field, he wrapped his cloak about him and fell asleep in Jesus. Sleep 
on, brave old warrior, till the Great Captain calls thee! A. R. Winfield. 

^Lewis Sylvester Marshall was born in Arundel county, Maryland, on the 
22d day of April, 1796. His father, Joseph Marshall, of France, left his native 
country during the revolutionary struggles of that land in 1800. When it was 
thought the country was settled, he left America for France to arrange his worldly 
matters, but was never heard from afterward. Thus, at four years of age, Mr. 
Marshall was left an orphan. After a few years he was taken by his grandmother 
to board and go to school to the Rev. Daniel E. Reese (a Methodist preacher) in 
Light street, Baltimore. There he remained till 1807. Then he went to his uncle’s, 
in Woodstock, Shenandoah county, Va. There, in 1811, he was converted during 
a great revival under Rev. Ezra Groover, at the age of fifteen. I have heard him 
say he commenced to preach at seventeen years of age, but can find no note of 
that. His credentials show he was set apart for the office of deacon by William 
McKendree, November 11, 1821 (Conference and place obliterated by time). He 
was ordained elder in 1823, by the same Bishop (William McKendree), at Ten- 
nessee Annual Conference, in Huntsville. I have often heard him speak of Bishop 
Bascom, Bishop Robert Paine, and one other whose name I do not remember, 
being of the same class with himself. That might give a clew to the date of join- 
ing Conference. His diary shows him to have been presiding elder in 1833. How 
long before that, I cannot tell. In 1836 he was appointed to the Knoxville Dis- 
trict. In his journal, at this time, he says: “I now resolve to live more holy and 
preach more faithfully than I have done heretofore, by the grace of God assisting 
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me.” I see from his first wife’s obituary that he was married in 1824, to Mrs. 
Captain Trigg, of Wythe county C. H., Va., about 1847. He was sent from Hol- 
ston Conference to Texas as a missionary. The next year he joined the Arkansas 
Conference, and was sent up to Fayetteville. From the Conference held at 
Fayetteville in 1851 he was sent to Pine Bluff; 1853 to Monticello Circuit; 1854 
to Benton Circuit; about 1856 presiding elder of Washington District; 1859 War- 
ren Circuit; 1860 Richmond Circuit (Sevier county) ; 1861 Camden Circuit, which 
closed his labors. A. J. Marshall.

We trust, brethren, that the Bible still holds a warm place in your hearts. Your 
texts, your sermons, your words of comfort to the sorrowing, and the pledge of all 
our immortal hopes, are in and from the word of God a,lone. We regard the univer- 
sal circulation of the Holy Scriptures, “ without note or comment,” as second to no 
department of Church operations. Our personal experience, our missionary work, 
Church extension, and institutions of learning, all get their life and inspiration from 
this Book. Take it away, and every thing stops. Brethren, do we really believe 
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A. R. Winfield, President. 
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this ? The American Bible Society, which is the common property of all Protestant 
denominations in the United States of America, is and has been for more than sixty- 
seven years, wholly given to this gracious work. All its vast and mighty move- 
ments are kept in motion by the contributions of its friends. Since November 1, 
1881, the work of colportage has gone steadily forward. So that by the close of 
the present Bible year the entire State will have been canvassed. The Parent So- 
ciety has assumed this work almost entirely at its own expense, furnishing the books, 
and annually paying in actual money more than $3,000. Only two auxiliary societies 
in the State have undertaken the canvass of their own territory independent of the 
Parent Society. And now, brethren, for this outlay of books and money in our 
State what returns have we made? The District Superintendent answers this ques- 
tion for the year ending March 31, 1883 — $605.37 ; and this from all denominations 
in the entire State. This is very wrong in two respects. First, it is hindering the 
society’s operations in foreign fields. Second, it is great injustice to our own people, 
in that it virtually deprives them of a great means of grace — that of giving. But 
we cannot enlarge here. Your committee urge upon your attention the necessity of 
devising some measure by which there can be a more minute supervision of this 
work in our own immediate field. One superintendent cannot possibly compass the 
whole work of the State. This we stated in our last report, and here repeat it in 
the hope that the Conference will take some action by which the evil may be rem- 
edied. We think, too, that some plan should be adopted by which it could be seen 
just exactly what the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in South Arkansas does 
contribute to this cause. Hence we offer the following : 

1. Resolved, That this Conference hereby respectfully petition the Board of Man- 
agers of the American Bible Society to give us an additional superintendent, and 
that A. Hunter and C. C. Godden be appointed a committee to forward this report 
and nominate a suitable person for said superintendency. 

2. That we will take up the usual collection for the Bible cause in all our pas- 
toral charges, commencing the first Sunday in February, and report same to such 
person as the Conference may designate by first of March, 1884.

CENTENARY BOARD. 



Your Conference Centenary Committee, appointed by the Central Centenary Com- 
mitte at Nashville, on the 28th day of August, 1883, respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report. We recommend the adoption of these resolutions : 

1. Resolved, Thatw’e heartily indorse the action of our General Conference, at its 
last two sessions, looking to the celebration in 1884 of the first hundred years of the 
organic existence of Methodism in America, and that we will endeavor, by the help 
of God, to cooperate earnestly and cheerfully with the various centenary commit- 
tees in raising a memorial to American Methodism in 1884, by reviewing and re- 
counting God’s mercies in the past, and by giving our heads, our hearts, and our 
means to the advancement of his spiritual kingdom. 

2. That A, R. Winfield be requested to preach the centenary sermon before this 
body at its next session; and that in the event of the death or disability of A. R. 
Winfield, the duty of preaching the centenary sermon shall devolve upon H. R. 
Withers. 

3. That the last Sabbath in May next be selected as the time for the holding of 
special centenary services in each of the churches within our bounds, 

4. That we will take up our regular collections early in the year, so that they will 
be completed before the last Sabbath in May. 
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5. That the first Sabbath in May next be selected as the day for the holding of 
the children’s centenary celebration of Methodism.

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

It is very gratifying to know that our Publishing House is in a prosperous condi- 
tion, and that in every branch of the business there has been gain.” In his An- 
nual Report, which was referred to your committee, the Agent informs us that “ in 
books, pamphlets, papers, and periodicals we have printed in one year 4,154,492 ; ” 
and that “ the manufacturing and sales departments have exceeded the business of 
any previous year, and promise more in the future.” More than thirty thousand 
dollars’ worth of the bonds uf the Publishing House have been redeemed since the 
Annual Report of last year, “ the stock of merchandise has been increased, and the 
meterial in the working-rooms has been increased to meet the demands of a larger 
trade ; ” but no new debts have been created. 

The due consideration of the foregoing facts will certainly increase the confidence 
of our people in the ability of the Agent and Book Committee, aided by the coopera- 
tion of the entire Church, to conduct this great Connectional interest to the greatest 
possible degree of success. 

The reports of the pastors show that there has been an encouraging increase 
in the circulation of our books and periodicals in all the districts save one. The 
amount of books sold in the Camden District last year was $150,40, this year 
$316 — an increase of $165.60 ; in the Pine Bluflf District last year the amount 
was $142, this year $241.20 — an increase of $99.20; the amount sold in the 
Washington District last year was $665.50, this year $801.60 — an increase of 
$136.10 ; the amount in the Little Rock District last year was $188.80, this year 
$445.90 — an increase of $257.10 ; the Arkadelphia District reported last year the 
amount of $103.25, this year $1,219.90 — an increase of $1,116.65 ; in the Monticello 
District the amount sold last year was $780.25, this year $269.80 — a decrease of 
$510.45. The grand total last year was $2,030.20, this year it is $3,264.40 — an in- 
crease of $1,264.20. 

The number of Christian, Advocates reported last year was 579, the number this 
year is 789 — an increase of 210 ; the number of other Church papers reported last 
year was 444, the number this year is 1,024 — an increase of 560. 

These figures show that the reading of our literature is on the increase among 
our people, and lead us to expect an increased interest among them relative to all 
the interests and enterprises of the Church. 

All the books offered through the Publishing House to our people are of the very 
best, and we are assured they are as cheap as those of any other Church publish- 
ing house in the country.” We cannot mention many of them, but we feel impelled 
to call attention here to “ The Sunday School and its Methods,” by Rev. J. A. Lyons, 
It is both instructive and suggestive, and its perusal by those engaged in the Sun- 
day-school work cannot but result in much good. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate grows in interest and increases in usefulness. 
It is held in very high esteem by those of our people who take and read it, and 
deserves a place in the homes of all our people. 

Our Sunday-school periodicals are just such as are needed in all our Sunday- 
schools ; we believe there are none superior and but few equal to them. None of 
our Sunday-schools should be without them. One of our Bishops has said that ** it 
is as necessary that we have Methodist literature in our Sunday-schools as that we 
have Methodist preachers in our pulpits.” 

We should so instruct the people in all our pastoral charges as to prevent them be- 
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ing led astray by that which glitters but is not gold. Imperfect views and a false con- 
servatism at this point have done us much harm in many communities, and we 
would urge upon our people the importance of guarding well the dearest interests 
of their children and the Church at this point in the future. 

We would call the attention of dhr people to the Southern Youth, published at 
Little Rock, Ark., by John W. Stamps, and edited by Rev. R. G. Porter. It is not 
a Church paper, but is chaste in language and pure in sentiment. It will amuse, 
instruct, and impart moral benefit to all the boys and girls of our land who can be 
induced to read it. 

We have learned through the reports of the preachers that the Arkansas Meth- 
odist has the largest circulation of any religious paper in the territory embraced in 
our Conference. We have learned through other and reliable sources that its circu- 
lation has been fruitful of much good. It encourages to a deeper spirituality and 
awakens a greater solicitude for the various interests of the Church. That we need 
a home paper to foster our local interests, few will deny ; and that the Arkansas 
Methodist is fully competent to that work is doubtless patent to all who have given 
the matter careful thought. We are assured “ the paper is upon a firm basis and is 
here to stay; ” and we are also assured that its prospects are brighter now than ever 
before. We recommend this paper to all our people, in most unqualified terms, as 
a paper adapted to their wants, worthy of their confidence, and meriting their 
patronage. 

We offer the following resolutions for adoption by the Conference : 

1. Resolved, That we will continue our efforts to circulate the literature on sale at 
our Publishing House in Nashville, Tenn. 

2. That we call the attention of all our congregations to the Southern Youth, pub- 
lished at Little Rock, Ark., by John W. Stamps; and that we will recommend it to 
them as a paper worthy to be placed in the hands of all the youth in our land. 

3. That we do now adopt the Arkansas Methodist as the organ of the Little Rock 
Conference. 

4. That in adopting said paper as our Conference organ we do not become, in any 
degree, responsible for any debts that have been or may hereafter be contracted in 
its publication, but the editor and publisher alone being responsible for all expenses 
attending said publication. 

5. That we request Bishop Granbery to appoint a committee of three, who shall 
be members of this Conference, to act in concert with similar committees that may 
be appointed by the other Conferences in Arkansas, in giving advice in matters 
appertaining to the conduct of the paper, when called upon by the editor and pub- 
lisher. 

6. That w’e request Bishop Granbery to appoint the Rev. S. G. Colburn editor of 
the Arkansas Methodist for the coming Conference-year. 

7. That we recommend our (Quarterly Review, edited by J. W. Hinton, and pub- 
lished by J. W. Burke & Co., Macon, Ga., as a periodical of high literary merit, and 
worthy of the patronage of all the lovers of such literature.

EDUCATION. 

God, in his providence, has opened up for our occupancy a vast territory. It 
should be conquered for Christ. We cannot go forward successfully to the accom- 
plishment of this end unless we enlarge efforts and devise ways and means for the 
increased denominational culture of our children. We are glad that we are Meth- 
odists, and recount with pleasure and joy what has been done by Methodism in our 
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State ; but we recognize the fact that what has been done is but the day-dawn, giv- 
ing by its shimmering light hope of what may be accomplished. 

The State, recognizing that ignorance is the parent of vice, is making rapid prog- 
ress in devising facilities for the intellectual training of the youth of our land ; but 
it is a solemn truth, and awful to contemplate, that intellectual culture alone does not 
qualify for highest responsibility. 

Our children may be taught to run glibly the whole gamut of the sciences. They 
may so bring under tribute to intellectual comprehension the science of geology as 
that they may with self-possession go down into the rock-ribbed bowels of our earth 
and converse with the fauna and flora of the earliest ages, and coming up through 
her various strata, read the age of her successive formation ; or, taking the science 
of botany, walk out on her beautiful floral carpet and talk with ease and intel- 
lectual abandon with her ten thousand flowers that shed their perfume around 
them ; or with telescopic vision sweep the milky-way, and away beyond in heaven’s 
eternal blue speak to the stars and call them by their names — read like a morning 
story their spheres and know their orbits ; and yet if their minds be not tutored 
to higher attainments — if they be not taught to “ look through nature up to nature’s 
God,” “ see books in the running brooks, sermons in stones, and good in every 
thing” — all these acquisitions, broad and deep and high though they be, will only 
lay the basis for infinite injury to their highest interests. Witness ‘^The Age of 
Reason,” by Paine, which, although its author has long since been gathered to his 
narrow home, is still sending over our land its burning, blighting, blinding curse. 

This intellectual culture is all the State proposes to give; and she is devising lib- 
eral means to meet this great need. Shall we as Christians be so untrue to our con- 
victions, our duty, and our interests as well, as to sit idly by and let the State take 
entire control of our children — strengthen, enlarge, develop intellectual acumen, 
while they withhold or forbid the developing, training, exalting the moral and re- 
ligious powers, by which alone our sons are to become strong to labor for the highest 
interests of life, and our daughters, “ polished after the similitude of a palace,” are 
to go forth in spheres of usefulness, in which they are to bless and crown society 
with the smiling flowers of contentment and peace, becoming ministering angels of 
mercy to elevate our race and bring it back to God? 

We ought therefore not to lag behind, and thus let pass from the range of our in- 
fluence interests so vital to the well-being of our children and our Methodism. Let 
us, then, bestir ourselves and see that no effort be left untried to meet the demands 
upon us. 

Your committee had before them a communication from the Rev. I. L. Burrow, 
President of Central Collegiate Institute, located near Altus, on the L. R. & Ft. 
Smith Railroad ; and also during our sitting Brother Burrow came before us and rep- 
resented the institution over which he presides. From other sources we learned of 
the healthy location of the college, the great natural aesthetic beauty of the land- 
scape, the pronounced moral tone of the community, the freedom from temptations 
incident to city life, its accessibility, and withal the capability of its president to 
carry the student successfully forward in the education of mind and soul to ultimate 
success. Your committee, after due deliberation, would recommend that the Cen- 
tral Collegiate Institute be adopted as the male college of this Conference, and re- 
quest the Bishop to appoint a board of trustees, consisting of five, to confer with the 
local and Conference Boards in securing a curriculum to suit the demands of our 
children. 

The Washington District High School, located at Bingin, Hempstead county, was 
represented by Rev. David T. Holmes, presiding elder of said district. After can- 
vassing the matters before us, we would most heartily indorse the enterprise, and 
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commend the liberality of the people for their worthy devisings; but as we have 
not, at this juncture, the one suited — that can be spared from the active work of the 
ministry — we decline to recommend any one to be thereto appointed as principal. 

The Arkansas Female College was represented by Dr. Hunter, and also by a com- 
munication from Mrs. Mira C. Warner. It has hitherto sent out about forty gradu- 
ates to give elevated moral tone to society, accomplished not after the modern way 
— for the ball room and the round-uance, channels that lead to ruin and spiritual 
death — but with refined and elevated sentiment that is to shed the fragrance of hal- 
lowed intluence upon society. 

Mrs. Warner, than whom none stands higher as an educator, most earnestly desires 
the perpetuation of this institution. The property now occupied cannot longer be 
used without an outlay of several hundred dollars ; and she proposes to erect suit- 
able buildings upon her own lots, conveniently located, at her own expense, and 
thus perpetuate the college to our Methodism and the Little Rock Conference. We 
regard this interest as of great magnitude, and think that to yield at this crisis is to 
lose for all time the opportunity of educating our daughters in our own Conference 
and under our own surveillance. We therefore recommend the acceptance of Mrs. 
Warner’s proposition and pledge our hearty support to her in her praiseworthy ef- 
forts. 

We would further recommend that the trustees be instructed to purchase the two 
lots adjacent to those of Mrs. Warner for prospective building-sites, and that this 
Conference majce every effort this Centenary year to pay for them. We would fur- 
ther recommend that the Centenary Committee be requested to mention this enter- 
prise by name as a claimant on the Centenary Fund to be raised during the incom- 
ing year. Your committee would recommend the appointment of Rev. A. Hunter 
to its presidency. 

Archie Shepperson, Agent of the Washington Colored District High School, was 
before your committee representing the interests of said enterprise. He bore testi- 
monials from influential and honored citizens of Washington, and we would recom- 
mend the Conference favorably to commend the laudable effort of this people in en- 
deavoring to give to their race intellectual culture, and bespeak for them the con- 
tributions of all who may recognize the necessity of their urgent needs. 

A communication was handed your committee by the presiding Bishop from W. 
A. Candler, Secretary of Board of Trustees of Paine Institute, asking aid for that 
acknowledged necessary enterprise. Your Conference responded favorably to the 
call of your presiding officer. We should not turn away from this Macedonian call. 
How important to educate those who are to go in and out as shepherds to the colored 
race. We therefore commend it to the Christian liberality of all those who may feel 
able to aid those who in the providence of God call on us for aid who are more 
favored than they. 

Pine Bluff Female Institute was represented before your committee, and we would 
recommend the appointment of Rev. W. H. Browning to its principalship.

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Your committee beg leave to call attention to a few defects in the reports handed 
in by the preachers : 

1. Theloosemanner in which many of the reports are made. Sometimes moneys kre 
reported as collected, and yet no volumes in library, nor any of our Sunday-school 
papers reported, so that we cannot imagine what has been done with the moneys 
collected. Others report many copies of our literature as taken, and no moneys col- 
lected, so that we cannot imagine how it has been paid for. Indeed, we are im- 
pressed with the belief that many of the reports are made out by guess, rather than 
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from the records. ^Such things are inexcusable in Methodist i)reachers, and we urge 
that hereafter they provide themselves Avith these statistics before they leave their 
works. 

2. We would call attention to the fact that while we have nearly 11,000 children 
in our Sunday-schools, Ave have but 4,000 volumes in library. Wliile our Pub- 
lishing House is sending forth so many valuable books, our children are denied the 
use of them. Of the 4,600 \mlumcs in library, one thousand are in six charges. 
Surely if the proper efforts Avere made Ave could induce our people to place these 
excellent publications in our schools. And in view of the efforts that are being 
made to flood the country Avith j)ernicious literature so called, and Avith Sunday- 
school literature of at least questionable orthodoxy, Ave urge that our people shall 
be supplied Avith our publications.
